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FIFTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Council of the Royal Zoological and Acclimatisation 
Society of Victoria begs to submit its fifty-seventh annual 
report to the subscribers and the public, and has pleasure 
in stating that the receipts from the entrance gates for the 
year were .£5,137/17/6, an increase of £983/4/9, and from other 
sources, exclusive of the Government grant, £3,059/11/11. 

The number of visitors on Sundays was approximately 
242,562, and on week days, 143,097, making a total of 385,659, 
being 100.408 more than last year. These figures do not 
include children from Charitable Institutions, State and 
Primary Schools, and soldiers and sailors in uniform, who 
are admitted free of charge. 37,364 children rode on the 
elephant during the year. 

The young hippopotamus, that was reared in the Gardens, 
and is now three years old, has been sold and delivered to 
the Zoological Gardens in Adelaide. 

The flower gardens have been kept up to their usual 
standard, as they form a considerable attraction to visitors, 
and add much to the interest and beauty of the Gardens. 

In consequence of the increased cost of food for the animals 
and the general upkeep of the Gardens, without a corre¬ 
sponding increase of income, the Council has been unable to 
proceed with the construction of several additions considered 
necessary, especially a structure for bears and a new refresh¬ 
ment-room for visitors. 

A new cage for owls is in course of construction, and 
several minor improvements are being carried out. 

The railway line, which passes close to the Gardens, has 
now been electrified, and trains run every quarter of an hour, 
giving visitors a much easier and a quicker means of reaching 
the Gardens than the tramway. 

Mollie, the orang-utan, still continues to thrive, 
although she has been in the Gardens for twenty years, and 
is now twenty-two years of age; she has probably been longer 
in captivity than any other orang-utan. 

During the year the Council purchased three axis and 
one hog deer, one yak, one civet cat, six flamingoes, six 
Arabian sheep, three Asiatic cranes, six ostriches, and many 
smaller specimens, as well as native animals and birds. 

Mrs. Black, of Terang, kindly presented the Society with 
18 ostriches during the year. 

The following births have taken place during the year 1 :— 
Three tigers, two lions, one leopard, six prairie dogs. 

In conclusion, the Council desires to thank those who have 
so kindly presented native animals and birds to the Society, 
and to express its appreciation of the services of the Director 
and Staff. 



ANNUAL MEETING. 


The Fifty-seventh Annual Meeting of the Royal Zoological 
and Acclimatisation Society of Victoria was held at the Town 
Hall, Melbourne, on Tuesday, March 22nd, 1921, at 3 p.m. 

Present: Mr. C. W. Maclean (in the chair), Messrs, j. G. 
Membrey, E. G. Brook, A. Currie, and General J. Stanley. 

Apologies were received from Sir Charles Ryan and Dr. 
Horne. 

The minutes of the last Annual Meeting were read and con¬ 
firmed. 

Mr. Membrey moved that Mr. C. YV. Maclean be re-elected 
as Chairman. This was carried unanimously. 

Messrs. J. G. Membrey and E. J. Dunn were re-elected as 
Vice-Presidents, and Mr’ E. G. Brook as Honorary Treasurer. 

The three members who had attended the fewest number of 
meetings during the past year, namely, Messrs. Horne, Durwi 
.and Membrey, were, on the motion of Mr. Currie, re-elected 
as members of the Council. 

On the motion of Mr. Maclean a vote of thanks was carried 
to the Lord Mayor for kindly allowing the Society the use of 
a room in the Town Hall in which to hold the Annual Meeting. 

On the motion of Mr. Currie, a cordial vote of thanks was 
carried to the Chairman and the Hon. Treasurer for the way 
in which they had carried out their work during the past year, 
and for the interest they had taken in the general welfare of 
the Society. 

The Chairman, in replying, stated what pleasure it gave him 
to work in the way he did with the Council and the Director, 
and he was only too glad to state that everything had gone 
on well in the Gardens during the past year. He also sug¬ 
gested that the Lord Mayor be invited to visit the Gardens, in 
company with tire members of the Council, lie stated how 
•indebted the Society was to the press for the prominent way 
in which it had often brought the Gardens before the public. 

The Annual Report axd Statement of Accounts were 
adopted. 
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REGULATIONS 


MADE BY THE COUNCIL OF THE 

ROYAL 

Zoological and Acclimatisation Society 

Turiuant to Iht Zoological and Acclimatisation Society Incorporation Act , 

t 

No. 794, 1884* Section 8, 
and approved by the Governor-in-Council. 


1. Membarshlp.— A subscriber of one guinea annually shall be en¬ 
titled to a family ticket to admit himself and family to the gardens. The 
financial year terminates 31st December. And a contributor of ten 
guineas or upwards in one* sum shall be a life member of the Society, 
and shall have the same privileges as the holder of a family ticket. Any 
person who has rendered special services to the Society may be elected 
an honorary member by the council, and shall have the same privileges 
as the holder of a family ticket. Members of the council of the Society 
and the directors have power to admit visitors to the colony free of 
charge to the gardens. 

2. Election of Council. At the annual meeting to be held in the 
month of February, 1885, nine members, comprising the whole of the 
elected members of the council, shall be elected by ballot, and there¬ 
after the president, vice-presidents, and treasurer shall annually retire 
from office, and also three other members of council (namely, those who 
have attended the fewest meetings of the council since their appoint¬ 
ment) shall retire annually, but shall be eligible for re-election, subject 
to Regulation No. 9. 

3. Vacancy In Council, how supplied.— In the case of a vacancy 
occurring by the death, resignation, or non-attendance of any member of 
the council tor a period of two months without leave of the council, the 
remaining members shall, in due course, appoint another member of the 
Society to be a member of the council in the place and stead of the 
member who shall so die, resign, or absent himself: but such new 
member shall be nominated at an ordinary meeting of the council prior 
to the meeting at which he is elected. 

4. Council to fill up Vacancies.— In case of a vacancy occurring by 
the death or resignation of the president, vice-president, or honorary 
treasurer, the council may appoint from amongst themselves, or the 
other members of the Society, a person to fill the vacancy so occurring, 
and the person elected shall hold office only until the next annual 
meeting, but shall be eligible for re-election for the subsequent year. 
Provided that such vacancy shall not be filled up unless 7 days’ notice 
in waiting shall have been sent to each member of the council, stating 
the vacancies which it is proposed to fill up. 

5. Eligibility of Members of Council.— No person shall be eligible 
as a member of council unless he be a subscriber to the funds of the 
Society of at least one guinea per annum, and any member of council 
whose subscription shall be in arrear for three months after his sub¬ 
scription is payable shall cease to be a member of council Pro- 
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yidcd that this rule shall not apply to persons who may have become 
life members of the Society, by a payment of ten guineas, or'who may 
be honorary members of the Society; and provided also that a month’s 
notice in writing- shall be sent to the member so in arrear before his 
place can be filled up. 

6. Meetings of Council.*— 'The council shall meet at least once a 
month, three members to form a quorum, and transact the business of 
the Society. And the director shall have power to call a special meet¬ 
ing of the council whenever occasion may require. 

7. Minutes of Proceedings. —Minutes shall be made in books kept 
for the purpose of all proceedings at general meetings of the members, 
and minutes shall also be made of the proceedings of the council at 
their general and special meetings, and of the names of the members 
attending the same, and such minutes shall be open to inspection 
by any member of the Society at all reasonable times. 

8. Moneys to b: paid to TroiaurT. — All subscriptions and other 
moneys received on account of the Society shall be paid to the treasurer, 
or some person authorised by him. who shall place the same in a bank, 
to be named by the council, to the credit of the Society; and no sum 
shall be pa : d on account of the Socie‘v imtil the seme shall have been 
ordered by the courcil. nrd such o~d~r be duly entered in the book 
ct the proceedings of the ecurcil. and all Hi-ques shall be signed bv 
the treasurer as such, and be countersigned by the president or one of 
the vice-presidents, and by the director. 

q. Annual Meeting,— An annual meeting of members shall be held 
in the month of February in each year, and the council shall report 
their proceedings during the past vr.v\ and shall produce their 
accounts duly audited for publication ; and the meeting shall elect by 
ballot the office-bearers for the ensuing year, and fill up any vacancy 
which may exist in the council. 

10. Medals.—No medal of the Society shall be awarded to any 
person except by vote of at least seven members of council, present *t 
a council meeting, and after notice of motion for awarding such medal 
shall have been given at the next preceding meeting of the council. 

11. T.mo cf Gardens Opening end CJos'ng. —The gardens are open 
from half-past q a.m, till half-past 4 p.m. in winter, and 6 p.m. in 
summer, except on Sundays, when the gates are not opened unt.l half, 
past 1 p.m., and close at 5.30 p.m. 

12. Dogs not allowed in Gnrd2ns —Visitors arc not allowed to 
bring dogs into the gardens. A penalty ci two pounds is imposed for 
an offence against this regulation, in addition to which the owner of 
any dog found in the gardens will be h i- 1 responsible for any damage 
done by such dog. 

13. Prohibitions. —Visitors are especially prohibited from teasing or 
disturb:ng the animals or birds; also from interrupting the w-orkmen by 
conversation or otherwise; also from leaving bottles, broken glass or 
crockery, paper or litter of any kird in the gardens; from lighting any 
fire therein ; from posting ary bills on the fences, houses or trees ; am! 
from playing cricket, foctball, or other games within the gardens. A 
penalty of tea shillings is imposed for an oi'fcncc against this regu¬ 
lation. 


14. Children unprotected, not allowed in Gardens.— Children under 
twelve years of age w ill not be allowed within the gardens unless with 

a parent or other adult, and if found therein may be expelled therefrom. 
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15- Prohibitions. —Walking across the shrubberies or flower borders, 
pulling flowers or branches from the plants, shrubs, or trees, standing 
upon or climbing over any of the fences, climbing trees or bird-nesting, 
cutting names or letters or marks of any kind, or writing on any of 
the scats, or trees or fences, or any building erected for the accommo¬ 
dation of the public, are strictly prohibited. A penalty of ten shillings 
is imposed for an offence against this regulation. 

16. Entrance Exorpt by Gate Prohibited.— Entering the gardens by 
climbing over the fence, or by any gate other than the one by which the 
public are admitted, or without having paid the charge for admission, 
or entering into those parts of the grounds which are specially closed 
for plantation or other purposes is strictly prohibited. A penalty of 
not less than twenty shillings is imposed for an offence against this 
regulation. 

17. Smoking Prohibited.— Smoking in the summer time, at such 
times as may seem necessary to the director for the safety of the 
gardens and the property therein, is prohibited, and at such times 
notices to that effect will be posted at the gates. A penalty of five 
shillings is imposed for an offence against this regulation. 


18. Expulsion on Misbehaviour —Any person found in a state of 
intoxication, or behaving in a disorderly manner, or creating or taking 
part in anv disturbance, or committing any act of indecency, or swear¬ 
ing. or using bad language, or committing a breach of any of the 
above regulations, may be forthwith removed from the gardens, and 
any member of the Society so misbehaving shall cease to be a member. 

iq. Preaching 01 public harangues, wnereby a crowd is collected 
within the gardens, or on the grounds under the control of the council 
of the Society, are strictly forbidden. A penalty of five pounds is 
imposed for an offence against this regulation. 

20. No person shall be permitted, without permission of the council, 
to carrv on anv traffic whatsoever, or distribute handbills in the gar¬ 
dens. A penalty ot twenty shillings is imposed for an offence against 
this regulation. 

21 No musical band or other instrumental or vocal performers shall 
be permitted to perform in the gardens unless with the express permis¬ 
sion of the director. A penalty of two pounds s imposed for an offence 
against this regulation. 

22. Charges for Admission. —On Sundays non-subscribers shall be 
admitted to the gardens upon payment of threepence for each adult 
and one pennv for each child under the age of twelve years and over 
the age of three years; but children under the age 
of three years shall be admitted free. On all other da\s ot 
the week non-subscribers shall be admitted to the gardens upon 
pavmcnt of sixpence for each adult and threepence for each child 
under the age of twelve years. On application to the Director, State 
schools, classes, primary schools, and childien of charitable institu¬ 
tions shall be admitted free. On Sundavs and all other days of the 
week subscribers and members of the Society shall be admitted free. 


2x. Repeal of Pre-existing Rules.— All rules and regulations of the 
Society in force prior to its incorporation and up to the date ot these 
regulation! coming into effect are hereby repealed.
